CAR WRECKED. 


1 Meanwhile the car was being 


wrecked as piece after piece of 
broken asphalt from a pile on the 
sidewalk was hurled at it. Motor- 
man and conductor were lost to 
sight after several women clambered 
aboard the car and pulled them into 
the street, The women's clothing 
was torn, their faces scratched and 
bruised. It was not until the load of 

tomobile reserves arrived that a 
semblance of order was restored. 

One of the women arrested 
charged the police with dragging 
her infant child from her arms. 
She asserted the child was left on 
the sidewalk and two hours after 
riot no trace of it had been 
tound.

COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 

Although there is divergence in 
reports’from Sofia and Bucharest 
concerning the fate of Rumanians 
who crossed the Danube into Bul- 
garia, the fact is patent that they 
have ceased their “demonstration.” 
Bucharest says Rumanlans with- 
drew to the left bank of the Dan- 


ube, but Sofia asserts that the bat- 
tle field in Northern Bulgaria be- 
tween Rustchuk and Turtukai where 
they crossed the river is covered 
with Rumanian dead as a result 
of their forced speedy retirement 
to their own soil. All attempts of 
Rumanians and Russians to advance 
in Dobrudja have been frustrated 
by counter-attacks of the Teutqnic 
allies. Considerable fighting has 
again taken place in Asiatic Turkey, 
where, along the ‘coastal region, 
Russian land forces, in co-operation 
with their fleet, have made advances 
on a wide front, inflicting heavy 
losscs on the Turks and capturing 
arms, ammunition and supplies, says 
Petrograd. Constantinople reports 
the repulse of the British in an at- 
tempt to advance along the Eu- 
phrates front near Nasiriyeh. 

More troops have been ordered to 
the Mexican border by the War De- 
partment, others, again, have been 
ordered away from the border.

The Franconia was 625 feet long, 
72 feet wide, and displaced 25,000 
tons. When she was built she was 
considered one of the most com- 
fortable steamers of the Cunard 
line.

RAIN TRADE STIFLED: 
can SHORTAGE WORSE. 


Railways and Ship Lines Hampered by 
Law Dividing Carrier Interests. 


HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 6. — When, Con- 
gress decided to build the Pan- 

ama Canal for the purpose of giving 
the benefit of cheap water transpor- 
tation between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts somebody inserted a 
Joker in the bill. The joker stipu- 
lated that railroads competing with 
water routes should not own steam- 


tory: 

The idea of the legislators was, or 
professed to be, that the railroads 
should not be allowed to operate 
lines on which the rates would be 
so low as to stifie competition by 
independent companies. The public 
would puffer, so Congress seemed to 
believe, through these low rates, or, 
at any rate, certain Congreasmen 
would suffer if their constituents 
should complain that the railroads 
were getting all the business and 
they were unable to make any money 
out of the Panama Canal. 

Thus came into being a law which 
just at present is stifling the grain 
trade, is making it almost impos- 
sible for manufacturers to ship 
their products to the Atlantic sea- 
board for export or for domestic 
consumption, and is causing the 
most serious car shortage which the 
Central West has ever known. 

The territory which is suffering 
most is that which benefits least 
from the Panama Canal. The rail- 
roads struggling vainly with the car 
shortage are those farthest removed 
from competition with water routes 
from the Pacific Coast. e com- 
modities that are tied up are those 
which would never travel on an 
ocean-going vessel until they reached 


on a route with which the canal can 
have nothing to do. 

For the law did not specify that 
railroads be merely prohibited 
from owning ocean-going steamships 
which would compete with vessels 
using the canal route; it included al! 
steamship lines competing with the 
rall lines of the companies owning 
them. It made it impossible for 
railroads to own auxiliary steamship 
lines plying the Great Lakes or the 
Ohio and Miasissippi riyers. It went

ly to be taken in the near future, 
according to an authoritative state- 
ment of the government's opinion 
obtained today in high official cir- 
cles. 

While no official professed to 
know what is in President Wilson's 
mind, it was declared that no prepa- 
rations had been made for discussion 
of peace through the usual diplo- 
matic channels and that all the in- 
formation gathered here seemed to 
indicate that such a move would be 
both useless and inadvisable. It 
was pointed out, however, that in a 
matter of this nature the President 
usually keeps his own counsel and 
might be influenced by indications 
of which the officials here are in 
ignorance, 

Regarding the many rumors that 
the United States had made media- 
tory advances to the  belligerents 
during recent months, it was de- 
clared authoritatively that media- 
tion had been neither offered by this 
government nor suggested to it from 
abroad. It was flatly stated that no 
new peace overtures at all have 
been made to any of the belligerents 
and that no belligerent government 
had indicated that such overtures 
would be welcomed.

The President declared at tonight's 
dinner that he had deen greatly 
pleased by the reception accorded 
him during the day. “The thinking, 
Planning brain is the master of 
America,” said the President, in dis- 
cussing the broad view of the people 
of Nebraska. 

Gov. Morehead of Nebraska intro- 
duced the President.

The cause or the European war, 
the President said, are not plainly 
known. 

“But Europe should understand 
us,“ he said.

“We want all the world to know 
that we are ready, to use all our 
force to maintain peace among man- 
kind. The starting of wars can nev- 
er again be the private concern of 
any one nation. We must use all 
our force, moral and physical, to up- 
hold a league of nations to uphold 
the peace of this world.”

JAP ALIEN EN LAW 
TO BE TESTED. 


Suit Brought Against Yukiehe 
Harada and Sons. 


Owner of a Fashionable Home 
in Riverside. 


Bitter Contest and Appeal to 
the Highest Court. 


RIVERSIDE, Oct. 5.—A suit in- 
volving potential international com- 
plications was filed here today in the 
name of the the people of the State of 
California against Yukiehi Haraaa, 
a Japanese, who has acquired a piece 
name of the people of the State of 
of property in a choice residence 
section on Lemon street. 

This is the first action to be 
brought against a Japanese under 
the provisions of the Alien Land Act 
of 1913. It is generally believed here 
that the case will go to the highest 
court in the land. 

The papers were filed in the Su- 
perior Court by Deputy Attorney 
Robert M. Clark, acting for Atty.- 
Gen. U. 8. Webb, and ex-Senator 
Miguel Estudillo of this city. 

The action is the climax of a se- 
ries of efforts to oust Harada from 
the precincts of Fourth and Lemon 


December last for his minor chil- 
dren, who were bern in the United 
States. Property owners in the vi- 
cinity raised a fund to buy the prop- 
erty from the Japanese, offering him 
a material advance over the price 
paid by him. The refusal of the of- 
fer has given rise to the supposition 
that the Japanese government may 
be back of Harada, and that every 
effort will be made to have the act 
declared unconstitutional. 

The complaint states that at the 
time Harada bought the property he 
was an alien, a subect of the Impe- 
rial Japanese government, and that 
no treaty existed between the two 
countries whereby a subject of the 
empire could acquire land in this 
country. Therefore, when the de- 
fendant acquired the property it 
escheated to the government of the 
State of California. 

The complaint asks that the court 
adjudge that the property has es- 
cheated to the State, that it be or- 
dered sold according to law, that 
Harada be declared to have no title 
in the property, and that a receiver 
be appointed. 

Judge Clark said this was the first 
of a series of similar cases to be 
brought by the State. The action was 
taken, he said, at the suggestion of 
Gov. Hiram W. Johnson. 

The naming as co-defendants, of the 
three minor children, born in this 
ceuntry, Judge Clark said, was to 
test the spirit of the law as well as 
the letter. He said it was the the- 
ory of the State that the defense 
might be that the property had been 
transferred to the children, who, as 
American citizens, might be con- 
tended to have a right to hold the 
property. 

Ujire Oyama, Japanese Consul 
re, Judge Clark said, had made in- 
| iries concerning the suit and asked 
for a transcript of the complaint 
filed today in the Superior Court. 

The suit was brought, it was said, 
as the result of protests to the State 
by Riverside property owners. 

A similar case was brought at San- 
ta Barbara a year ago by the State 
against a Chinese. It has dragged 
through the courts since that time 
and trial of it has been delayed on 
various technical grounds.

It 15 to 
clear up this point that the children 
were made co-defendants.

State Railroad Commission closed

In it the 
City Attorney professes to be mysti- 
fied why the commission stated in 
its decision that “It is our duty to 
fix and determine the just compensa- 
tion to be paid by the city of Los 
Angeles to the Southern California 
Edison Company without regard to 
the amount of money now on de- 
posit in the treasury of the city avail- 
able for payment for this property.” 

Attorney Stephens also holds as a 
“strange, if not startling statement.”

“More is involved in this proceed- 
ing than a determination of the issue 
between the city of Los Angeles and 
the Edison company.

tem rendered temporarily idle. 

“We submit that severance, as in- 
volved, has no such extended scope. 
The taking of the distributing sys- 
tem in Los Angeles cannot in any

CITY WILL BID FOR ALI. 
POWER SYSTEMS TODAY. 


T AN open conference between 
the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners and the Public 

Service Committee of the City Coun- 
cil this afternoon the first formal of- 
fer by the city to purchase the dis- 
tributing systems of the three pow- 
er companies is expected to be made 
public. 

It is believed the city is willing 
to make a tentative offer of between 
$10,000,000 and $12,000,000, the 
final figures to be fixed by the State 
Railroad Commission. If the offer is 
accepted the application by the city 
for a rehearing of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Edison Company case, filed 
yesterday, will be amended so as to 
include a hearing to fix the valuation 
ot the distributing systems within 
the city of the Edison company, the 
Pacific Light and Power Corporation 
and the Los Angeles Gas and Elec- 
tric Corporation. 


The city will not make any offer 
of severance damages but in lieu 
thereof will express its willingness 
to enter into contracts with the pow- 
er companies to purchase from them 
at wholesale rates all the power it 
needs pending the completion of the 
aqueduct plants. 

In this way paralleling will be 
avoided and complete municipal own- 
ership will be secured. The plan is 
that the city shall pay the companies 


on the installment system so that 


further’ bond issues may be avoided, 
It is expected that the first payment 
will be approximately $3,500,000 and 
that the additional ameunts can be 
paid for out of the earnings of me 
municipal system.

HERE TO STRIKE. 

Strike at the saloon, not at the emiling, 
harmless vineyards of California! Strike at 
the booze habit, not at the grape. Strike 
at the most potent source of human misery 
and degradation, not at honest tiliers of the 
soll who are getting a living by making 
vines grow where nothing else will flourish. 
Strike at the real evil and not at the thing 
that has great power for good—for modera- 
tion and real temperance. That is the ad- 
vice of The Times to the temperance work- 
ers of California. — 
The Times cannot believe that it is the 
part of wisdom or godliness to destroy the 
great, flourishing vineyard industry of Call- 
fornia, on which 50,000 people depend for a 
livelihood in one way or another. The 
Times cannot be blind to the unfairness of 
confiscating $150,000,000 worth of vineyard 
and winery property without compensation— 
and that is what the proposed prohibition 
enactments would do. Ladies and gentle- 
men voters, put yourselves in the places 
of the owners of these properties! 

The proponents of the prohibition proposi- 
‘tions have not gone at this thing right. 
They should have attacked the saloon evil 
instead of the vineyards and the vineyard- 
ists. To vote for the propositions Nos. 1 
and 2 on the November ballot, as they 
stand, would be equivalent to voting in 
Illinois to take the corn-raising farmers’ 
lands away from them, or in Dakota to de- 
spoil the farmers of their wheat fields. Prop- 


. osition No. 1 would confiscate the vineyards 


and No. 2 would destroy the value of their 
product. Is it fair, is it just, is it domg by 
others as we would have them do by us?

creation of a tariff 
mislead the voters. A tariff commission has 
always been opposed and ridiculed and de- 
nounced by Democrats. They do not believe 
and, to do them justice, do not pretend to 
believe in the fundamental principle of a 
protective tariff. The author of the pres- 
ent tariff? law-—Senator Underwood—op- 
posed the appointment of a commission of 
experts whose services would be useless ex- 
cept for the purpose of framing a protec- 
tive tariff law. The fundamental doctrine 
of Democracy iterated and reiterated in its 
platforms and in the speeches of its spell- 
binders, is against protection, and of what 
possible use can a commission be except 
to ascertain and report facts so as to enable 
the making of a tariff law, the purpose of 
which would be protection as well as rev- 
enue? In enacting the tariff commission 
law the Democrats were “playing politics.” 
They placed the tariff commission section 
in the revenue law in order to gain Repub- 
lican support for their revenue bill and 
prevent Republicans from criticising it. 

Another feature of the newborn revenue 
policy of the Democrats that is utterly in- 
consistent with the time-worn if not time- 
honored platform declaration of Democratic 
faith that “the Federal government has no 
right under the Constitution to impose or 
collect tariff duties except for revenue pur- 
poses,” is the “anti-dumping” clause in the 
revenue law. This clause proposes “to pro- 
tect” American industries by making it un- 
lawful for any person importing or assist- 
ing in importing any articles from any for- 
eign country into the United States to “com- 
monly and systematically” sell or cause to 
be sold such articles at a price substan- 
tially less than the actual market value of 
such articles in the principal markets of 
the country of their production or of other 
foreign countries to which they are com- 
monly exported after adding to such market 
value freight, duty and other charges or 
expenses necessarily incident to the trans- 
portation thereof in the United States. 

So far as the anti-dumping proposition 
is not impractical if not unconstitutional 
it is a law that will not protect American 
industries and will harm American con- 
sumers. Put it in working harness and 
see how it would operate. A piece of cloth 
made in Manchester, Eng., costs half, or it 
may be two-thirds, 2s much to make as the 
game kind of cloth made in Manchester, 
New Hampshire. The Republican tariff 
fixed a duty so as to make the foreign- 
made cloth cost a little more in this coun- 
try than the domestic-made cloth. This 
limited the importations of the foreign cloth 
and protected the American workman. The 
Democrats reduced the duty on cotton 


cloth so that the foreign cloth cost the | 


about. 


American merchant less than the domestic 
cloth. The consequence was that the Amer- 
ican factory closed and the American op- 
erative lost his job. 

The Democrats propose to remedy this, 
not by restoring the Republican protective 
tariff, but by requiring the American mer- 
chant not to sell cotton goods to American 
consumers at a less price than they are 
sold in England with freight and duty added. 
That might increase the cost of cotton goods 
to the American consumer, but how would 
it help the American manufacturer? While 
the American merchant is prohibited from 
selling English-madé goods below a certain 
price, the law does not prohibit him from 
buying those goods from the English manu- 
facturer at prices lower than the English 
retailer can buy them and the English 
manufacturer would sell them at lower 
prices in order to hold the American mar- 
ket which a restored Republican tariff 
would take from him. 3 

The net result of the anti-dumping law 
will be merely to increase the profit to 
the American importer and the cost to the 
American consumer of imported goods and 
leave the American manufacturer and the 
American workman “in the soup.” Instead 
of an “anti-dumping” law it ought to be 
styled a pro-muddle“ law. 


Siam’s Overland Trade. 
[Commerce Reports:] Siam’s frontier 
trade with Burma has received considera- 
ble attention lately, owing to the extension 
of the Siamese Northern Railway, which is 
now under construction. In about two 
years the road will reach Chiengmal, the 
northern capital of Siam, and with its com- 
pietion much of the Siam-Burma trans 
frontier trade will be diverted to this new 
route. 

The caravan trade routes pass in two dis- 
tinct directions, one between Burma and 
Southern Siam, but figures are given for 
the combined trade of both of these routes. 
The present method of transportation is by 
Shan ponies and pack mules. 

According to an official statement recent- 
ly issued by the Burmese government the 
overland trade between Slam and Burma 
for 1914-15 amounted to a total of* 83,380, 
077 gold, against $3,257,090 for the previous 
year. The value of the imports from Bur- 
ma to Siam for 1914-15 was $1,432,175, while 
the exports from Siam to Burma totaled 
$1,947,902, as compared with $1,398,273 im- 
ports and $1,859,517 exports for the preced- 
ing year.

The Vice-President puts 
himself at par with the egregious 
Bryan, who used the Department of 
State as an intelligence office for 
the securing of fat jobs for “de- 
serving Democrats.”

Indeed, there is more 
chance that the embarrassment and 
the distaste are on the other side, 
and that Mr. Marshall regrets hav- 
ing Woodrow Wilson for his polit- 
ical partner. 

For Mr. Marshall is at any rate 
not a hypocrite. He is outspoken. 
He does not make unctuous profes- 
sions of devotion to the merit sys- 
tem at the very time when he is se- 
cretly stabbing it in the back. He 
does not say that he believes in civil 
service reform, but that the records 
of the Civil Service Commission 
must be kept under a blanket until 
after election, lest the administra- 
tion be embarrassed and lose votes. 
No, on the whole, brutal and cynical 
as it is, we rather prefer Mr. Mar- 
shall’s civil service record to Mr. 
Wilson's. It is manlier to call it 
“snivel service” than to snivel about 
it.

DOBRUDJA, BATTLEFIELD 
OF FATE.

UCH is the description and the 

, history of the Rumanian prov- 

ince of Dobrudja, that triangle 
between the Danube and the Black 
Sea where the armies of seven na- 
tions are struggling for the mastery 
of the Balkans and of the “bridge” 
from Berlin jo Bagdad. 

Trajan’s legionaries called it 
Scythia Minor when they marched 
over it to carry the fame and power 
of Rome across the Danube, to the 
vast plains of the greater Scythia. 
The peasants of Dobrudja still point 
out a scattered ruin, running along 
the railroad from Tchernavoda to 


it is the remnant of Trajan’s wall, 
the barrier which the Emperor built 
in the first half of the second cen- 
tury to guard his eastern realm 
from the incursions of the Scyth- 
jans. Though archaeologists throw 
doubt upon the authenticity of the 
ruin, the belief in its antiquity gives 
some idea of the depth to which 
the roots of the Dobrudja extend 
in the soil of time. . 
The present name of the Do- 
brudja originated in one of those 
political earthquakes which have 


its peoples at all too frequent in- 
tervals since the beginnings of his- 
tory. It was in the foerteenth cen- 
tury, when the Romans were hardly 
more than a memory in the Balkans, 
that a Bulgarian prince, Dobritch, 
established in that corner of the 
world a Bulgarian principality. The 
town of Dobritch, which the Ru- 
manians lost to the Bulgarians re- 
cently, is named for that prince. 
The word Dobrudja is a corruption 
of the same name. 

Prince Dobritch made Dobrudja a 
power in the eastern world for a 
brief period. He challenged the 
might of the Byzantine empire, took 
Varna, the jacent port on the 
Black Sea, from the Emperor and 
even ventured upon a path of mari- 
time conquest by sending a fleet 
to the aid of his brother-in-law, who 
was contesting the throne of Trebi- 
zond, on the Black Sea. 

Then came the Turks, and his- 
tory ceased in Dobrudja as a clock 
ceases when it has run down. 

The Dobrudja was next heard of 
in the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century. At that time Russia had 
vanquished Turkey with some help 
from Rumania. To reward her ally, 
Russia permitted Rumania to an- 
nex the Dobrudja, with its 7500 
square miles of territory and its 
200,000 souls. In return, however, 
Russia herself annexed the Ruma- 
nian province of Bessarabia. The 
congress of Berlin sanctioned the 
transaction.. 

This was a poor exchange for the 


| Rumanians from every point of 


view—and it had an incidental et- 
fect of bringing Rumania into 
chronic friction with the newly- 
created Bulgaria, because the ter- 
ritory taken over by the govern- 
ment at Bucharest belonged to Bul- 
garia geographically, racially and 
strategically. 

A marsh in the north, an arid des- 
ert in the middle, and mountainous 
in a good part of the region where 
it is neither desert nor marsh, the 
Dobrudja as defined at the congress 
of Berlin touched along its south- 
ern border a singularly fertile part 
of Bulgaria— the plains around Silis- 
tria, Tutrakan, on the Danube, and 
the Dobritch region. So, to com- 
pensate themselves for the loss of 
Bessarabia to their ally, Russia, the 
an watched their opportu- 
nity. 

The opportunity came in 1913. 
Bulgaria, engaged with four nations 
on her southern, western and east- 
ern fronts, was confronted with a 
demand from Bucharest for the ces- 
sion of the rich strip of territory 
adjoining the Dobrudja. When Bul- 
garia refused to accede to this de- 
mand, Rumania marched in and oc- 
cupied Silistria, Tutrakan and all 
the territory which she coveted. 
The treaty of Bucharest, of which 
Russia was the sponsor, confirmed 
Rumania in her possession of nearly 
3000 square miles of the most pro- 
ductive territory of the Bulgarian 
kingdom. 

But it is the unexpected that hap- 
pens in the Balkans, far more fre- 
quently than that which is expected. 
Another change has been wrought 
in the fast-moving panorama of 
Balkan events. Russia's decree of 
1878 has been partly undone by 
marching battalions, and the frag- 
ments of the treaty of 1913 have 
been scattered to the winds by 
mailed hands. 

All of the territory which Ruma- 
nia took from Bulgaria in 1913 has 
been won back by Bulgaria, and in 
addition, a good part of the Do- 
brudja as defined by the treaty of 
Berlin. |

the first time in history the govern- 
ment has paid the transportation of 
civilian riflemen in recognition of 
the presence of the 90,000 civilians 
shooting the military rifle under 
government restrictions. From each 
State will go a team of such men. 
California, because of the limited 
time, held no tryout. Because of 
the standing of the Los Angeles 
Rifle and Revolver Club, national 
champions for 1915, third for 1916, 
the adjutant-general selected seven 
men and a team captain from the 
locals, while six men go from the 
famous Olympic Club rifle team of 
San Francisco, which landed fifth in 
this year’s national club shoot.

ON GOOD ROADS. 


Officials of Seven Counties 
Agree on Twelve Tons.

To Ber Motaltired Trailers on 
Motor Vehicles. 


Commercial Bodies Co- operate 
in Saving Highways. 


Fixing 24,000 pounds as the max- 
imum weight fer a motor vehicle, 
including Joad, and naming other 
restrictions designed to preserve the 
good roads of this section of the 
State, a special committee repre- 
sentative of official] and commercial 
bodies yesterday drew the outlines 
of an ordinance to be proposed for 
adoption in the seven counties and 
ali the cities of Southern California. 
County Counsel Haas is to draft the 
ordinance, which will be recom- 
mended to a larger committee re- 
cently created at an unofficial con- 
ference at San Bernardino. 

Present at yesterday's meeting in 
this city were: Supervisor W. J. 
Kincaid of San Bernardino county, 
Supervisor Hamilton of Los Angeles 
county, T. Clark, a bus man of Po- 
mona, F. C. Bell of Ontario, Super- 
visor Wiliam Schumacker of Orange 
county, O. E. Brock of the Redlands 
Chamber of Commerce, Supervisor 
G. F. Westfall of San Diego county, 
George McFee, sealer of weights and 
measures, Orange county; M. V. 
Darling, street superintendent of 
Redlands; James Morse of the San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce, and 
Supervisor C. D. Hamilton of River- 
side county. 

This committee adopted as the 
basis of the proposed ordinance a 
bill introduced at the last session of 
the Legislature as Assembly Bill 
No, 744, but the conferees reduced 
the maximum limit for the weight 
of a motor vehicle and its load, which 
was fixed at 30,000 pounds in the 
proposed State law. 

These recommendations were also 
adopted: 

That motor vehicles be not per- 
mitted to draw trailers that have 
metal tires. 

That the load any trailer may 
carry be limited to three and a half 
me including the weight of the ve- 

e. 

That no motor vehicle be per- 
mitted to draw more than one trailer. 

That all solid-tire vehicles of a 
weight of 6000 pounds or more, load 
and vehicle included, be limited to a 
speed of not more than twenty miles 
an hour. 

That the width of motor vehicles 
Fase trailers be limited to eight 

This last restriction was included 
because the paved or surfaced por- 
tions of most Southern California. 
highways are ordinarily only fifteen 
to sixteen feet wide, and a vehicle 
wider than eight feet becomes an 
obstacle. 

The ordinance so outlined will be 
submitted to the committee for rati- 
fication at a meeting to be called by 
Supervisor Hinshaw, chairman of 
the larger committee. 

This committee was named about 
a fortnight ago, when officials and 
representative citizens of the seven 
southern counties met at San Ber- 
nardino, at the invitation of the Su- 
pervisors of that county. The con- 
ference was called to plan legisia- 
tion ‘designed to protect the roads 
from Wear and tear by heavy trucks. 
It is proposed that one ordinance be 
adopted in all Southern California 
jurisdictions, for the convenience of 
motorists.
